Slio Is completely woro out. Tho taking of 
the oxygen, seems to increase tho Gcncral'.s 
delirium at times, making him very rest- 
less. Ho talked at intervals, but incohe- 
rently. Tho return of trio heart failure Is 
what is most anxiously mvaitcd now. From 
the attack Friday morning to that of Satur- 
day evening the interval was about thirty- 
two hours. That ported has now passed, 
sinco Saturday night's recurrence. The 
collapso may COIQO at'any moment. 


Ono ol tho physicians in attendance on 


General Sheridan eald last evening i "Gen- 
eral Sheridan has groat vital power, but I 
do no* think ho will btf altvo thirty hours 
from now, and certainly not in two days, 
unless thoro Is a great change. Ho nas n'o 
pain, and I thlclc ho will sink away easily. 
A recurrence oJ tho heart trouble may 
come, tho heart will coaso to beat, and ilJ 
will bo atandna." 


General Sheridan, passed what tho doc- 


tors called "a good day," buttowards even- 
ing was worse than in tho morning. At no 
timo did ho r'ally fully from tb.o effects of 
his collapse of Saturday.

At midnight General Sheridan's death 


eeemed close at hand. A cab drove Hur- 
riedly up to the residence on Rhode Island 
avenue. Two persons alighted, carrying 
a large can of oxygen, which thoy took 
into tho sick chamber. General Sher- 
idan's condition is such that 
breath- 


ing has to bo assisted artificially, and 
tho oxygen is used for that purpose. Tho 
failure- of the heart to act promptly has 
caused a serious poisoning of tho blood. 
The poisoned blood flows into tho lungs and 
makes breathing difficult. This new compli- 
cation arose to-night, and caused additional 
alarm among tho attendants. Oxygen was 
hurriedly obtained, and that taken in at 
midnight was tho second supply. Orders 
were given to have more ready for tho 
morning to uso in tlio event of tho
